Standard of the Highway 
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Bad news--really bod news--for the trucking industry has made its appearance as the 
President’s special transportation committee report finally leaked out of Washington 
at the month’s end. The committee, headed by Commerce Secretary Weeks, reportedly 
recommends to Eisenhower: 

e That much of the ICC’s power to fix rail rates be stripped away. 

e That rail companies be allowed to go into the trucking and bus business. 

e That federal aid be made available to railways for research designed to 

improve railway development. 


Proposed legisletion based on the report has already been drawn up by officials 
in the executive branch. As FLEET OWNER went to press, the report had not been 
officially released by the President--it is thus too early to predict a legislative 
course for the transportation committee’s recommendations. This much is sure: there 
will be a stormy Congressional! battle before the enactment of any of the committee’s 
controversial suggestions 


The news was not entirely unexpected. The special ‘‘spadework group’’ for the 
committee, headed by Arthur W. Page, is heavily weighted with men of railroad 
experience--both financial and operational. As long ago as Feb.5, ATA’s Neil Curry 
predicted that the committee would seek to give the railroads a ‘‘hunting license’’ 
to seek out and crush truck competition. The May issue of FLEET OWNER will 
feature a special report from McGraw-Hill’s Washington Bureau covering all phases 


of the transportation committee’s report assuming official release by then.

ments in state funds to ‘‘match’’ increased federal aid, you can expect strong rural 
support for that measure. 


The decision to put the Senate subcommittee hearings ‘‘on the road’’ might roll up 
more grass roots support for the Gore bill. Meantime, you’re in for weeks of log roll- 
ing .. . confusion . . . highway politics .. . and at long last -— federal legislation 
to give us sorely needed highway improvement. 


Congratulate Edward R. Jelsma, ICC’s brand new and almost unused director of the 
Bureau of Transport Economics and Statistics. He succeeds the brilliant Dr. W.H.S. 
Stevens, retired March 1. Lots of truck people remember “‘Dick’’ Jelsma as trans- 
portation specialist and staff director for the Senate Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee -- where he has served since 1949. 


Dr. Stevens’ government career began in 1916 as expert in unfair competition with 
the Federal Trade Commission. He joined the ICC staff in 1936 as assistant director 
and was appointed director of this bureau in 1944. 


Rear lighting on trucks can be inadequate for operation on fast thruways -- even if 
it meets all existing regulatory requirements. A preliminary truck lighting study by the 
Inter-Turnpike Safety Committee, composed of representatives from Pennsylvania, New 
York, and New Jersey, says so. The problem will be developed further by discussion 
and actual outdoor nighttime demonstration by the Equipment and Maintenance Coun- 
cil at the ATA Spring Meeting in Minneapolis, May 8-11. 


Private truck operators are worried about the lists of ‘‘currently essential activities’’ 
and ‘‘critical occupations’’ issued jointly by the U.S. Commerce and Labor Depart- 
ments. Reason: Such lists, although designed for use by the Department of Defense 
for the guidance of the local draft boards of the Selective Service System in dis- 
tributing manpower between the armed services and the civil economy, can influence 
the rationing of truck fuels, lubricants, tires, etc. Just that happened in World War II.

How Much Can Streamlining 


WHAT IS WIND? 





THERE ARE TWO KINDS OF WIND which 


affect fleet owners. This first kind i« 
ereated by nature. It's the kind that keeps 
kites in the air and turns umbrellas inside 
out. This kind doesn’t have any appre- 
ciable affect on your trucks or trailers 
because it blows from all directions and 


the drag or push averages out. 


THE SECOND KIND OF WIND does affect 


your trucks and trailers. This is the 
“Wind” that pushes against, or causes re- 
sistance to your vehicles as they pass 
through the air. At 50 mph your truck or 


trailer “creates a 50 mph wind.” 


‘OPERATION WIND TUNNEL” was started 


with a test on a conventional tractor-trailer 
combination faced directly into the wind 
stream. Up to now, wind tunnels have 
been used almost exclusively to test ad- 
vanced aeronautical designs. In the Uni- 
versity of Maryland tests it was used to 
show how much drag, lift and yaw will 
result from a change in the front, roof, 
side, rear end assembly and undercar- 
riage of trailers. Maryland's wind tunnel 
is 166 feet in length and 60 feet in width. 
Wind speeds are up to 235 mph. Turn- 
table on which model is mounted (above) 
operates in a complete 360 deg circle so 
that the wind can «trike the trailer model 


being tested from every possible angle. 





ESTS CONDUCTED at the University of Mary- 

land’s Wind Tunnel prove that streamlining of 

truck-trailers can save money. Just how much 
streamlining is controversial, because the tests show 
how much saving in horsepower can be made at 50 
mph. Therefore, any estimate in fuel savings result- 
ing from streamlining would have to be based on 
the miles run at speeds of 50 mph. And you'll get 
plenty of argument on any actual dollars and cents 
figure resulting from this calculation. 

However, the important fact is that streamlining 
can save money ... and from the study, it looks like 
it may be fairly big money. 

The tests were conducted by engineers from the 
University of Maryland and Trailmobile, Inc., as 
a research project of the ATA Foundation. The re- 
sults show that wind resistance accounts for fully 
one-third of the horsepower it takes to pull larger 
tractor-trailer units. The two other factors which 
drain horsepower are: rolling friction and chassis 
friction. 

According to Society of Automotive Engineer 
tests, a total of approximately 160 hp is required 
to move a unit along the road at 50 mph. Of this, 
the wind tunnel scientists say it takes fully 58.3 hp 
to overcome wind resistance for “boxy” trailers 
pulled by truck-tractors. 

Radical streamlining can reduce required hp from 
58.3 hp to 8.1 at 50 mph. But, because of legal and 
engineering difficulties, radical streamlining doesn't 
look likely for the near future 

However. fleet owners will get an immediate 
bonus from the wind tunnel studies. The tests 
showed how conventional tractor-trailer combina- 
tions can be streamlined enough to reduce horse- 
power 6 per cent without cutting into cargo space. 

The problem was well stated by A. Wiley Sher- 
wood, professor of aerodynamics, and manager of 
Wind Tunnel Research for the University of Mary- 
land: “There is a point of diminishing return in 
the design of aircraft and in truck-trailers. In air- 
eraft, the point is reached when streamlining sharp- 
ens to the degree where there is no longer sufhicient 
room for pilots and fighting gear. 

“In truck-trailers, the point of diminishing re 
turn takes place when exterior streamlining eats 
into cargo spat _" 

The Wind Tunnel study is the first major project 
sponsored by the ATA Foundation. Paul Jung, Trail 
mobile’s chief experimental engineer headed the 
task force.

But don't look for it tomorrow. 
Methods have to be developed for 
enclosing the space between the 
tractor cab and trailer. 

In the tests, the fully stream- 
lined tractor-trailer combination 
showed the greatest reduction in 
drag but existing state laws make 


it impractical.

With 11,000 tires in service, rolling about 14 million miles a year, 


Denver Chicago Trucking Co. has a large stake in tire costs. 


Close control and continual re-examination of the fleet's tire program 


are saving big money for this coast-to-coast carrier

COAST-TO-COAST operation with its 
extremes of road and weather con- 
dition poses a many sided problem 
in tire maintenance. Special em- 
phasis on this problem is saving 
money for Denver Chicago Truck- 
ing Co. at the rate of $300,000 a 
vear—on a fleet of 250 tractors 
and 650 trailers. 

Highlights of the tire mainte 
nance program for this far-flung 
operation are: (1) careful check- 
ing of tread wear to get maximum 
wear from original tread and po 
sitioning tires where they will give 
the longest wear; (2) coordinat- 
ing the tire program with equip- 
ment maintenance and driver in 
doctrination. 

Denver Chicago believes flex de- 
termines life of the tire—and that 
flex life can be prolonged by al- 
lowing the tire to wear down be- 
neath the original non-skid tread. 
and by not recapping until maxi- 
mum mileage has been obtained 
from the original tread. However. 
spec ial care is taken to prevent the 
rubber wearing beyond the safe re- 
capping point. 

The cooler the tire runs, the 
longer the flex life, and Kermit 
Bretz, tire superintendent at Den- 
ver headquarters, says D-C tires 
run cooler because the company 
avoids building up the thickness of 
the tread. Although tires are not 
recapped until the tread is down 
to 5/32 in. base rubber. the com- 
pany has had no problem with sep- 
aration of re« aps due to heat. 

Only heavy-duty tires of proven 
quality are purchased. These have 
an original non-skid tread of ap- 
proximately 22/32 in. and an un- 
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wears down to 3/32 in. of the non- 
skid tread the tire is pulled from 
a driving position and placed on a 


free rolling wheel, After the non- 


skid tread disappears from the 


crown, the tire is allowed to wear

The 
dispatcher phoned the contractor 
and got the right address, then 
relayed the information back to 
the driver. 


e A month later, after a ready- 
mix truck had delivered its load. 
it was found that the contractor 
had made a poor estimate of his 
needs. It was near quitting time. 
and by the time the truck made 
the trip back the yard crews would 
have gone home. The contractor. 
who was pouring the last footings 
for his project, wanted to finish 
the job that day. A radio message 
kept the necessary yard personnel 
on hand until the truck could re- 
turn for another load of concrete. 
As a result the customer was hap- 
py and Material Service closed the 
day’s books with a bonus. 


e Overall closer control of de- 
liveries provides better day-to-day 
service for customers. For instance 
-when the truck arrives at a con- 
struction job, the driver can ad- 
vise the yard dispatcher how fast 
the concrete is being unloaded, 
whether quantity of the order is 
sufficient. He can also report any 
difficulties encountered getting to 
the site (valuable for later de- 
liveries), and when the truck will 
be back. If consistency of the de- 
livered batch of concrete is not 
uniform—an occassional problem 

adjustment can be made easily 
by means of the radio in the truck. 


e Within the Lyons yard the mo- 
bile radio saves at least ten min- 
utes loading time per truck, be- 
cause the driver can talk to the 
dispatcher from his cab while the 
truck is parked at the loading 
hopper.

Cost of the Material Service “net-

Maintenance costs the company

charge. There are 31 tubes in the 
mobile unit, warranted for 90 days 
from purchase date by the tube 
manufacturer. 

Material Service feels that costs 
are more than offset by savings. 
“We can’t pinpoint all the figures 
in dollars and cents,” says Al 
Fish.

THE NEW OIL ANALYSIS TECHNIQUE, designated the 
ADC Oilprint Analysis, has been developed by the 
Shell Oil Company. It indicates the alkalinity of 
used engine oil as well as its dispersancy, and 
contamination 

For some time oil tests have been made by pat 
tern analysis on absorbent paper. However, such 
tests indicate only two factors—dispersancy and 
contamination 

That's not enough for modern oils. which can 


also become ineffective when their alkaline addi

tives become too depleted to effectively combat acid 
action, Tests using chromatography—the separation 
of a mixture’s components into spectral colors 
make possible the evaluation of this last factor, the 
basicity count. Until now this factor could be deter- 
mined only by a time-consuming laboratory analy- 
sis of the engine oil. 

To perform the test, two drops of oil from an en- 
gine’s crankcase are put on a piece of filter pape: 
as illustrated above. Then a drop of color solution 

indicator) is added to one of the resulting pat- 
terns on the paper 

Within minutes, the spread of each drop is ready 
for analysis. If negative in any aspect. by indicating 
the need for a prompt oil change, the test may a oid 
costly engine repairs Because of the speed of the 
field appraisal, time lost due to lengthy laboratory 
analysis is eliminated and considerable economies 
are effected. 

Water or antifreeze contamination, which may 
adversely affect oil additives or result in harmful 
engine deposits (ultimately necessitating complete 
engine overhaul). reveals itself when the Oilprint 
takes on a specific form.

Oil dispersancy (and its partner in action, deter- 
gency) which determines ability to clean the engine 
and peptize or suspend and disperse small insolubles, 
shows up readily in the Oilprint.

Although the test procedure—as can be seen from 
the above description—is quite sin ple, Shell empha 
sizes that the Oilprint Analysis must be conducted 
by trained personnel.

Detroit Report... 


Final 1954 sales results just re- 
leased by R. L. Polk are causing 
both Chevrolet and Ford to claim 
top place in the passenger car 
sales race. Here’s the reason for 
the confusion: Total 1954 U:S. 
registration for Chevrolet were 
given as 1,417,453 cars, 293.079 
trucks; for Ford—1,400,440 cars, 
267,799 trucks. On the surface 
this would give Chevrolet the 
lead. although the difference is 
less than a week’s production. 

These figures. however. include 
cars registered in dealers’ and 
names, which 
Polk shows amounted to 56,802 
or Chevrolet and 14,838 for 
Ford in December 1954. Ford 
insists that these cars should be

LABOR ROUND-UP 


A Battle of Giants 


. is shaping up in the camp of organized labor, On 
he one side is the country’s number one union leader, 
AFL President George Meany. His opponent is Dave 
Beck, head of the largest single union, the !.3 million 
member AFL Teamsters. The issue: union “corruption.” 

These two blunt, tough-talking union chieftains are 
crossing swords over Beck's attempt to take over the 
independent International Longshoremen’s Ass’n—the 
60,000 member waterfront union charged with harbor- 
ing thugs and racketeers. Beck and his lieutenants want 
to absorb the LLA as a separate marine division. 

This isn’t just a simple matter of the joining of two 
unions. It’s a test of strength between Meany and Beck. 
There'll be undercover attempts to work out a deal but 
it may be fought to a finish 


Meany’s On the Spot... 


. on this one. It’s the toughest situation he’s faced 
since he engineered the AFL-CIO merger plan. Here’s 
why 
e Meany led the fight to dethrone the ILA on the New 
York waterfront. After public revelations of corruption 
n the dock union, he sought to replace it with an AFI 
waterfront union. But he was beaten, and it’s a sore 
point Now. Beck wants to bring the ILA into the AFI 
by the back door. It would mean ac: eptance of the very 
feials that Meany sought to replace; and a direct 
hallenge to his powers as leader of the AFI 
e In making the merger agreement with the CIO, Meany 
promised CIO President Walter Reuther that he would 
fight hard against corruption. That was a big part of 
the deal by which the CIO unions agreed to return to the 
AFL fold. The CIO unions are watching Meany on this 
new test to see whether he means business. If he fails, it 
could spell serious trouble for the merger which is due 
for completion some time this fall. 


Beck Is Testing... 


the strength of Meany, whose position is due to 
improve when he becomes head of the combined AFL 
and ClO. The Meany-Reuther idea is for the merged 
federation to be a stronger force in individual union 
affairs. Beck doesn't like this. He claims complete au- 
tonomy for his union. As an example, his union is vir- 
tually alone in refusing to take part in the AFL-CIO 
“no-raid” pact. 

On the ILA issue, he carries this one step further. He 
says the Federation has no right to interfere in any 
move the Teamsters make—even to making a home for 
the waterfront union the AFL sought to break up. After 
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the marriage is completed, Beck says, the AFL can raise 
a protest. If it doesn’t like the idea, it can kick the 
Teamsters out of the Federation. 

But Beck’s playing with fire. He knows the AFL 
doesn’t want to expel its largest union, and probably 
won't unless sorely tested. But the other side of the 
coin is that the Teamsters want to remain part of the 
AFL. The Teamster president can’t threaten to pull out. 

Compromise is likely if associates of the two leaders 
have their way. Aides will be seeking to plug the gap 
somehow, but both Meany and Beck are hotheaded and 
testy about their authority. 


Truck Bargaining Tactics . 


. are being switched in the Teamster drive to organ- 
ize Montgomery-W ard warehouse employees. This is the 
first attempt to wrap up employees of the large mail- 
order houses in a single union contract. On the surface, 
it’s just a move by the Teamsters to organize new em- 
ployees. But there’s much more than meets the eye. 

The Teamsters want to sign a single contract for M-W 
workers in 1] giant warehouse plants across the country. 
They claim bargaining rights in the plants, as the re- 
sult of National Labor Relations Board elections. Nego- 
tiations between Ward officials and the union have been 
touch-and-go, and may end in a strike. 


Behind - the - Scenes . 


. are other important factors. Some of the issues are 
still hazy but they bear watching: 
e One is a problem within the union itself. A nation- 
wide contract would be the first negotiated by the Team- 
sters and would run across the union boundaries. The 
Teamsters are set up in separate geographical.divisions, 
with each area doing its own bargaining. The single con- 
tract would encompass all these groups and require joint 
administration in the wage field where Teamster officials 
have often attempted to outdo each other. 
e While M-W organizing goes on, the Teamsters are 
quietly buying up the company’s stock. Already in con- 
trol of $1 million in Montgomery-Ward securities, the 
union is currently buying up another $1 million. With 
the Teamsters in part ownership, it could affect the bar- 
gaining relationship. 
e The Teamsters disclaim any interest in the outcome 
of the battle for Montgomery-W ard control between cur- 
rent president Sewell Avery and financier Louis Wollf- 
son. But it should be noted that Wolfson’s public rela- 
tions chief is also an adviser to the Teamsters. And as a 
practical matter, the Teamsters could hope to fare bet- 
ter in bargaining than they have with Avery who, so far, 
has replied to union demands with a defiant “no.”

President's $101 Billion Highway 


Program Is Running Into Trouble 


Chances for speedy adoption of a big new highway 
construction program this year have been shattered by 
Democratic opposition to President Eisenhower's pro- 
gram—designed to build $101 billion of roads during 
the next ten years. 

For a variety of reasons, political attacks on the big 
program—which depends largely on creation of a new 
federal corporation that would issue bonds to finance 
road construction—have been effective. 

However, in defense of the Eisenhower road plan. 
Commerce Secretary Sinclair Weeks attacked a Demo- 
crat measure (Sen. Gore's S. 1048) as a “piecemeal 
plan” that in his opinion, “wouldn't do the job.” Weeks 
called the President's plan “by far the largest engineer 
ing and construction program ever undertaken during 
peace times.” He made these statements at a Senate pub- 
lic roads subcommittee meeting, at which he opened the 
Administration’s counterattack on the Democrat stand. 


Democratic opposition . . . 


. comes from both the New Deal and conservative 
wings of the party—liberal Democrats want to finance 
increased highway building through enlarged grants to 
states. Conservatives, led by Sen. Harry Byrd of Vir- 
ginia, are opposed to the President’s idea of issuing a 
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new kind of bond as a way of increasing highway spend 
ing without having it show as part of the federal debt 

The Republicans themselves are nowhere near solid 
on the Eisenhower approach, which makes the legisla 
tive outlook very sticky, at best.

The pulling and hauling over financing new highway 
huilding showed early in the Senate hearings on the two 
main bills under consideration—the Eisenhower plan 
and Democratic Sen. Gore’s proposal to increase federal 
grants from $875 million to $1.6 billion. 

The two governors who spoke for the governor's con 
ference came out in favor of the Eisenhower program; 
two other governors opposed it. In general, all the states 
are having difficulty raising money to match the federal 
funds they are now receiving.

Association squarely behind the President's plan. 


Spokesmen for industries .. . 


. .. that swung in behind the President's program during 
the time it was being hammered out, haven't yet been 
very effective in lobbying for the measure in Congress 
All of them favor a good highway program, but many 
aren't yet ready to go all out for raising the money. 
The one really new development that popped up early 
in the Congressional consideration of highway measures, 
was the idea of stepping up the federal motor fuel tax 
by one or even two cents to finance larger federal grants. 
Ex-Sen. Johnson—now governor of Colorado—was one 
who spoke favorably of this under questioning; Sen 
Martin, top Republican on the senate committee, said 
such a move should be considered. Two new Democrati 
senators—McNamara of Michigan, and Neuberger of 
Oregon—have favored such an increase.

Other States Retaliate 
Against N.Y., Ohio Tax 


At least 17 states have severed reciprocity agree- 
ments with New York and Ohio since those two states 
passed third structure tax laws with mandatory levies. 


At least 18 truck companies have moved headquarters 
from Ohio to other states as a result of the “no- 
reciprocity” clause in the axle-mile law. The axle-mile 


burden is not insurmountable, but the need for paying 
registration as well as retaliatory taxes in other states 
was too much for many Ohio fleet owners. 

a In the South and Midwest especially, trucks from 


New York and Ohio are being forced to pay some form 
of retaliatory third structure tax as well as a registra- 
tion fee. Missouri requires Ohio and New York truckers 
passing through that state to pay the Public Utilities 
Commission fees 

Some states make New York and Ohio operators pay 
the same tax that is charged out-of-state trucks in Ohio 
and New York. 

Virginia makes New York and Ohio trucks pay its 
2 per cent gross receipts tax. In Kentucky, it costs New 
York and Ohio truck drivers between $100 and $300 
dollars every time they cross the state in rigs weighing 
more than 18,000 lb. 

The breakdown in reciprocity between New York and 
Ohio and most of the rest of the states in the United 
States has made it hard for Ohio and New York truckers 


to compete with other forms of transportation.

hfe Don't fail to drain the antifreeze from your radiators this spring, The idea that it 


does no harm to keep it in your cooling system all summer is fallacious. Both 
the SAE and the National Bureau of Standards confirm this. The reason is that 
the rust inhibitors in the antifreeze are depleted over the winter. Corrosion in 
the system can result. Be sure to have the system flushed and cleaned. Fill 
with fresh water and a rust inhibitor. 


The multiflora rose, advertised os a ‘‘living fence’’ by direct mail, can cause small 
landowners trouble, according to National Better Business Bureau, Inc. The 





fence may get out of hand and become a thorny pest. 


The Dept. of Agriculture recommends the Rosa Multiflora only for soil con- 
servation purposes and as cover for wildlife--only on farms and other spacious

Selling a house can be a tricky business. With a softer real-estate market in some 
areas, it’s doubly important to watch out for pitfalls. They can lead to un- 





expected expenses and all kinds of legal entanglements. Safest move isto let 
your lawyer handle the sale. It isn’t enough that you had a lawyer and title 
policy when you bought the house. In between buying and selling, a lot of 
things can crop up to spell trouble. 


Qne thing homeowners generally don't know, for instance, is this: If you give one 


real-estate broker an exclusive on selling your house, you may get hit for a 





commiss‘on and a half. The reason is that he can list the house with several 
other brokers. If he sells it himself, you pay only his commission. But if one 
of the others sells it, you might haveto pay him a full commission, and the first 
broker half a commission. Most lawyers will tell you to sign an exclusive only 
if the market is extremely dull--and getting rid of the house is more important 


to you than saving half a commission. 


Here's another point; Don’t be too hasty about spending the down payment you get 


from a prospective buyer. The money isn’t really yours yet; it’s paid for a 
specific purpose, and as such may be a lien to insure-completion of the sale. 
If you spend it before that time, you may be violating a trust. 


In some stotes, you can’t seli your house without your wife’s consent--even 





though you paid all the money and the title is only in your name. This is called 
a ‘‘dower interest,’’ which wives automatically have in those states that retain 


English common-law characteristics. 


After selling and buying another house, you're likely to give your wife more 


security by putting it only in your own name--or in hers. If it’s jointly held, 
she might get stuck with a capital gains tax if she sells it in the event of your 
death. Legal complications can bring headaches in selling a house, too. First 
thing to make sure of is that your title is in order. The fact that it cleared a

something can’t be wrong with it later on. Insurance on the search ordinarily 
protects you only as of the date of purchase. 


Watch out, too, for any agreements you may have made during your ow ip. Say, 
for example, you signed an agreement with your neighbor on use of a common 
driveway. Will the agreement still be good after you sell? If not, the new owner 
may take legal action against you. Holding back facts from a purchaser can 
get you in real trouble. If you fail to tell him about any structural weakness 
that shows up later, the courts may force you to pay back all the money you 
received--plus damages. 





You’l! find 
a lot more in your own particular case. So it’s wise to have your lawyer at 





least read over the fine print.

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Railroads Bearing Down 
In Canada Rate Battle 


Many Canadian trucking companies 
are facing financial failure as a re- 
sult of a rate war with Canadian rail- 
roads. 

In January, 1954, railroads began 
rate competition with truck compa- 
nies operating between Montreal and 
Toronto. This rate cutting was soon 
extended to shipments from Toronto 
to Hamilton by use of “piggyback” 
tariffs. A piggyback tariff is a rate 
schedule applied by Canadian rail- 
roads for the movement of freight in 
truck trailers on flat cars between 
Toronto and Montreal. 

By September 1954, railroad rates 
had been slashed nearly 51 per cent, 
with less-than-truckload shipments be- 
ing included in the low rate classifi- 
cation. 

In many cases, as a result of the 
September railroad move, rates were 
cut to levels that trucking companies 
could no longer meet. On some com- 
modities, the truck companies further 
reduced rates, but in many cases, it 
was impossible for the truckers to 
lower charges to the new railway rate 
level. On the business they have tried 
to keep, the truck companies have 
sliced rates by about 35.3 per cent.

And according to 
“Truck Transportation” publication 
of the Ontario Automobile Transport 
Assn., the indications are that some 
of the railroad tactics will spread to 
other goods such as tires from Kitch- 
ener to Montreal. 

The railroads recently announced 
that low summer rates on canned 
goods from dozens of Ontario com- 
munities will remain in effect through 
the winter months. 

At present, a commission is receiv- 
ing testimony from truckers and rail- 
roaders, preliminary to reporting to 
the Canadian parliament on the sub- 
ject of agreed charges.

How This Paper 
Mill Cut Its 
Hauling Costs 


NO MATTER WHAT TYPE OF business you're in, it 
may pay you handsomely to focus attention on your 
transportation costs. Take this case of Newton Falls 
Paper Mill in Newton Falls, N. Y. 

Sometime during 1950, Ronald Hynes, president, 
decided that if outsiders could haul paper at a profit, 
he could do it at a saving. The lure was prompter 
service and a little more profit per ton of paper. 
Despite the growing pains that always come with 
a new enterprise, by the beginning of 1955 he was 
able to look back with satisfaction on four years 
of truck operation. He was pleased with the service 
provided by the trucks—and the financial statement 
showed a net saving of $1.20 per ton for every ton 
of paper hauled. 

By the beginning of 1951 Newton Falls was ready 
for operation with two pilot trucks. Routine hauls 
were truckloads of new paper from the mill at the 
foothills of the Adirondacks to New York City with 
a return load of waste paper. The turnabout trip 
was 700 miles over fairly rugged territory. Since 


paper is heavy, size and weight restrictions for the 
trucks were those laid down by the state. 

In selecting the two trucks which were to be 
the subject of intense study and record keeping. 
Ronald Hynes resisted the seductive siren call of 
low first cost. He bought trucks of sufficient beef 
to do the job, and all the power he could get. He 
selected diesels because the fuel differential looked 
attractive. So far so good. 

For the first year everyone was happy with the 
shiny new trucks and the records showed a saving 
of $1.53 per ton. Then, as so often happens in the 
fleet business, the roof fell in. 

Maintenance costs began to climb, and during 
1952 the profit for hauling a ton of paper dropped 
to $.93. This was an alarming trend, and it looked 
like the truck operation was not going to last very 
long on an economical basis. Then in 1953 savings 
dropped still further to $.63 per ton

These figures called for an immediate investiga- 
tion. In a fit of discouragement Ronald Hynes was 
ready to blame the diesels for the trouble, and he 
considered trading them in for gasoline-powered 
jobs.

Our Colleges and Universities 
Are Living on Borrowed Time 


. . . ime borrowed from underpaid faculty members 


The chart on this page tells a story of profound 
importance to every American. It is the story 
of the financial beating our college and univer- 
sity faculty members have been taking in the 
past 14 war and postwar years. 

On the whole, this span of 14 years has been 
one of great and growing prosperity. But, as the 
chart shows, our college and university faculty 
members have, as a group, had less than no 
share in it. 

During this period, from 1940 through 
1954, the real income of the average in- 
dustrial worker (that is, what his wages 
would purchase in goods and services) 
has increased by almost one-half. Among 
professional groups, physicians have en- 
joyed an increase of about 80 per cent in 
their real income. Lawyers, far less fa- 
vored financially, have had an increase of 
about 10 per cent. But faculty members 
have not only had no increase at all; over 
these years of prosperity their average real 
income has fallen by 5 per cent. These 
figures do not take account of the increase 
in taxes since 1940. 


Senior Teachers Hardest Hit 


These figures are, of course, averages. For 
some groups of faculty members it has been 
better; for others worse. It has been particularly 
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hard on senior faculty members. Between 1941 
and 1953 their salaries lost about 8 per cent 
of their purchasing power. Being deeply com- 
mitted to their careers they could not respond 
to alternative employment opportunities as 
readily as could their junior colleagues. For 
junior faculty members there was some increase 
in real income between 1941 and 1953 but only 
about half as much as the average for the nation.

Public Colleges Fare Better 


There are also marked differences in the aver- 
age financial reward received by faculty mem- 
bers in different types of colleges and univer- 
sities. A recent study by the Council for Finan- 
cial Aid to Education indicates that, in the last 
academic year, 1953-1954, teachers in privately 
endowed, independent colleges and universities 
were paid an average salary about $1000 less 
than that paid to faculty members in tax-sup- 
ported institutions. The same study indicates 
that salaries far below the average are especially 
common for faculty members in the small pri- 
vate liberal arts colleges. This study found that 
during the last academic year the average salary 
of all college and university faculty members 
was about $4700. 

The special difficulties under which the inde- 
pendent colleges and universities, and particu- 
larly the independent liberal arts colleges, are 
laboring to get back on their feet financially 
have been discussed in previous editorials in this 
series. These difficulties underline the need of 
special help for these institutions to which busi- 
ness firms are now contributing in increasing 
volume. However, the problem of providing bet- 
ter salaries is not peculiar to any particular type 
of institution. 


Faculty Members Not Greedy 


It is not easy to prescribe a precise standard 
of fair pay for college and university faculty 
members. This is partly because they put less 
weight relatively on money rewards than they 
put on rewards of scholarly accomplishment and 
prestige. Consequently, they have consistently 
been willing to work for very modest salaries 
in relation to the intellectual ability, education 
and application required. Obviously, however, it 
is the dictate both of fairness and good judgment 
to see that faculty members are given a roughly 
proportionate share in the general prosperity. 
Indeed, their crucial role in our society could 
be made to justify a larger share than this. 

There is no way to know with any degree of 
precision what the underpayment of our college 
and university faculty members over the past 
14 years has actually cost the nation in terms 
of reduced quality of intellectual performance 
of those institutious. One reason is that the dam- 
age has been minimized by the devoted services 


of many faculty members who have loyally 
stuck to their jobs in spite of the great financial 
discouragement. 

It is obvious, however, that, if no grave 
deterioration in the intellectual perform- 
ance of our colleges and universities has 
occurred so far, it is because we have been 
living on borrowed time. It is time bor- 
rowed from faculty members who have, in 
effect, been subsidizing these institutions 
by their financial sacrifice. This arrange- 
ment is not only a menace to the cultural 
and intellectual life of the nation, it is also 
a menace to our national security in a time 
when successful national survival may well 
depend in peculiar degree on the full de- 
velopment and utilization of our intellec- 
tual resources. We depend on our college 
and university faculties pre-eminently to 
provide this development. Adequate finan- 
cial reward for such service is an elemen- 
tary form of national insurance. 

Many of our colleges and universities are 
working hard to improve the financial lot of their 
faculty members. Business firms are also play- 
ing an increasing role of providing the neces- 
sary financial assistance. The methods being 
used by business for this purpose will be the 
subject of another editorial in this series. How- 
ever, vastly more must he done, and quick- 
ly, to stop the financial beating being taken 
by our college and university faculty mem- 
bers if the nation’s welfare and safety are 
to be properly protected.

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“Are City Ordinances Creating New 
Roadblocks for Truckers?’ —Keller 


IN RECENT ARTICLES we have discussed the national and 
state aspects of the interstate trade barrier problem, 
but municipal problems are no less important. They 
could become even more important. Transportation of 
explosives through Omaha, Neb., is a case in point 

In October 1953, after a number of unfortunate acci 
dents involving truck transportation of explosives, the 
City Council of Omaha adopted an ordinance forbid- 
ding transportation of explosives through the city. The 
( rdinance was immediately challenged in the appropri- 
ite U. S. District Court, which issued a temporary re- 
straining order. The carriers challenging the order 
were Union Transfer and Watson Brothers, both large 
transporters of suc h commodities. 


It's up to the federal courts...

temporary restraining order became an interloc u- 
injunction, and last December the matter was dock- 
for argument on the merits this spring.

Department would insist on movements into and through 
the City of Omaha whenever those movements con- 
tributed to the national defense. Actually, it is reported 
that the Defense Transportation Administration has 
already specified routes through Omaha for such use. 

However, the outcome of this particular case is not 
the important point. The central issue is the effect of 
such municipal ordinances on all interstate transporta- 
tion, defense and non-defense. If these ordinances and 
regulations by cities and towns are to increase and 
multiply, the effect in time of peace will be to exact 
an enormous economic toll. In time of war they could 
spell national disaster. Now is the time to face up to 
this problem and find a workable solution 


First step toward a solution... 


. would be the creation of traffic categories which 
would not under any circumstances be subject to even 
the minimum municipal regulations necessary to sus- 
tain the police power. Certainly all defense traffic would 
fall in this category. In these days of possible atomic 
disaster, transportation of all foods, clothing and medi- 
cal supplies should also be included. Other categories 
should be added as wisdom dictates. The important 
thing is that we get to work on this problem. 

Next should come a national declaration of policy 
de-limiting the areas of such activity which should be 
open, under any circumstances, to muni ipal control. 
Right there the problem becomes most complex. There 
is yet no agreed area of influence existing between 
the state and federal jurisdiction to serve as a stand 
ard, The fuzzy line grows fuzzier as we pile third 
structure taxes upon our reciprocity pattern. The mu- 
nicipal trade barrier problem will not be solved until 
the broader trade problem is solved. The Omaha story 
is only symptomatic of many other similar cases which 
are springing up all over the country and which are 
clamoring for a workable solution. 


And on the state level... 


... transportation of explosives by motor carrier is 
threatened by proposed legislative restrictions which 
would limit such transportation to loads of no more 
than 5,000 lb and would require such carriers to pro- 
vide liability insurance in an aggregate amount of 
one million dollars. Seven such bills have been intro 
duced—in Utah, Montana. Arkansas, Maryland, lowa, 
Delaware and Nebraska. 

This is sheer tampering with the national defense. 
It has been proved to be inspired almost entirely by 
the railroad brotherhoods. Such competitive pressures 
are utter folly in these critical times, when smooth trans- 
port is so vital to the nation’s welfare

The most important of these errors was in the 
gear ratios. The trucks were geared for extremely 
high top speed. Since they had it, the drivers were 
using it—driving outrageously fast when they could 
so they would have longer to loaf at the coffee stops 
These high speeds were extremely hard on the 
chassis, and of course maintenance was high ol 
related parts. 

The same error had the diesel engines lugging 
down in the traffic speeds, with the results you 
might expect. Valves, bearings and sometimes in 
jectors failed prematurely. All of this came to ar 
end when a rear end failed. 

The replacement differential was installed with 
a ratio that put the top speed at 50 mph al max! 
mum governed engine rpm This put the inter 
mediate speeds down in the usable range so drivers 
were not lugging the engines at 1000 rpm or less 
This just about cured the maintenance trouble 
with one exception. One bad boy among the driv 
ers was paying to have the governor setting changed 
at the New York end of the trip. He had to go.

The checkup worked so well that savings per ton 
jumped to $1.74 in 1954, despite a drop in total 
tonnage hauled. This boosted the 4-year average 
savings to $1.20 per ton 

The travel time point-to-point has been reduced 
with the lower governor setting and correct gear 
ing. Two round trips per week had been considered 
standard for the first couple of years. Now the 
standard work week for the vehicles is three round 
trips 

The trucks have run up about 600,000 miles each 
und they are nearly depreciated. At present they 
are running so well that no one is thinking about 
replacing them
